ol December nett. And the Barons nf bis Majeſties Court of Erche⸗ 
quer are hereby required as ſoon as the ſaid ſeveral dayes ſhall be elap{ed, 
koꝛthwith to iſſue out the uſual p2oceſs of that Court againſt ſuch of #17 
ſaid Commiſſioners and High Collectoꝛs as ſhall be negligence, o: ha! 
make decault in what is hereby required (Yon them.
